A m erican Catholics, the bishops 
said in a statem ent, cannot ever 
perm it the plight of the victim s of 
Red persecution to be forgotten or 
ignored. All m en of good will, they 
declared, will “ surely continue to 
protest against such stark injus­ 
tices and to plead before God and 
before men that it be speedily 
ended.” 
The bishops saluted the perse­ 
cuted people “ in affection and in 
adm iration,” and declared: 
“ By their wounds m ay the mod­ 
em world be healed. By t h e i r 
m erits m ay it deserve to achieve in 
our tim e that m easure of peace 
with justice and charity which is 
the fervent hope of men of good 
will everyw here.”

So me will be co mpelled to co mply be­ 
ca use o f rules set up by emplo y ing co n­ 
cerns. Others will do so v o luntarily in an­ 
ticipatio n o f y ea rs o f rest and co ntentment. 
But co ntentment in retirement seem s elu­ 
siv e. 
Co ng ress ha s taken this into co nsidera­ 
tio n and has chang ed the law to make it 
po ssible fo r retired perso ns to wo rk part 
tim e, presum ably to add to earning s where 
retirem ent pay is no t fo und to be to o at­ 
tra ctiv e. But the inno v atio n do es 
m o r e 
than that. It g iv es the pensio ner a sense 
o f impo rtance and makes him feel that he 
is still a part o f the daily ro utine. 
So cial security retirem ent has been in 
o peratio n lo ng eno ug h to permit ex tensiv e 
surv ey s o f its po ssibilities and impacts. 
So m e o f these are disturbing . It has been 
lea rned that retired perso ns die earlier 
than tho se still emplo y ed. Many ho ld to the 
theo ry ^hat it is better to wear o ut than 
rust o ut. But there is a po ssibiliy t h a t 
tho se who keep o n wo rking liv e lo ng er be­ 
ca use tho se in ill health are the first to re­ 
tire.

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HAPPY IN RETIREMENT? 
EVERY YEAR a- million Americans 
reach the age of 65 and are eligible for re­ 
tirement under social security. A large per­ 
centage of that number will take adva- 
tage of the opportunity and bid goodbye to 
toil. 
Some will be compelled to comply be­ 
cause of rules set up by employing con­ 
cerns. Others will do so voluntarily in an­ 
ticipation of years of rest and contentment. 
But contentment in retirement seems elu­ 
sive. 
Congress has taken this into considera­ 
tion and has changed the law to make it 
possible for retired persons to work part 
time, presumably to add to earnings where 
retirement pay is not found to be too at­ 
tractive. But the innovation does m o r e 
than that. It gives the pensioner a sense 
of importance and makes him feel that he 
is still a part of the daily routine. 
Social security retirement has been in 
operation long enough to permit extensive 
surveys of its possibilities and impacts. 
Some of these are disturbing. It has been 
learned that retired persons die earlier 
than those still employed. Many hold to the 
theory ^hat it is better to wear out than 
rust out. But there is a possibiliy t h a t 
those who keep on working live longer be­ 
cause those in ill health are the first to re­ 
tire. 
Retirement with security has always 
been a human dream. But of course antici­ 
pation may be more enjoyable than real­ 
ization. 


THE PAPER DELUGE 
JOKES ABOUT government red tape 
and record keeping are legion. But for of­ 
ficials these days the problem of storing 
records they must keep by law has passed 
the stage of humor. 
At Topeka, Kan., the state government 
has started the long task of microfilming 
the state’s record of its warrants and 
vouchers and other monetary transactions. 
It is expected to take a long time to film 
all of the stacks of records, some of which 
date back to 1869. 
The state legislature has authorized the 
destruction of original records after three 
years if they have been microfilmed. There 
is a world of difference in the amount of 
storage space needed for a thin roll of film 
on which 3,000 forms fit into a IOO f o o t 
length as against the room needed for the 
originals. The records will be easier to 
find, too. 
This is a problem that will face all units 
of government as the nation wades deep­ 
er and deeper into the swamp of dupli­ 
cates and triplicates and “must be kept’* 
records. Since government is a pack-rat 
that hesitates to throw anything a w a y , 
microfilming seems the only answer if 
statehouses and courthouses are not to be 
turned into vast archives and paper vaults. 


VANISHING HORSE 
ALTHOUGH rectriv* sale (T a horse for 
one and a quarter million dollars may not 
be a true reflection of the scarcity of 
horseflesh, the number of horses and 
mules on U. S. farms continues to decrease 
steadily. 
Of 5 million farms in the country, an es­ 
timated 1.8 million now are operated with­ 
out horses. The number of tractors on 
farms increased by a million in the last 
five years. The number of horses a n d 
mules decreased by 3.5 million during the 
sam e period. 
Perhaps the day is not far off when some 
public-spirited citizen will start an organ­ 
ization to prevent the extermination of 
horses, or even mules. Cities today are all 
but devoid of horses, and more than one- 
third of all farms have followed the trend 
in urban centers. 
Certainly at this rate it will not be long 
until there are few equine specimens left. 


JOBLESS DRAINS 
IN AN ANNUAL report Secretary of La­ 
bor Jam es P. Mitchell reveals that last 
year 6,600,000 claimants were paid $2,000,- 
000,000 in unemployment insurance. Aver­ 
age weekly check was $25. This has reduc­ 
ed the total unemployment insurance re­ 
serve of the states from $8,912,000,000 to 
$8,250,000,000. 
Approximately 4,000,000 employes have 
been added to unemployment insurance

IT WAS \V atson-W att who, as a 
Scottish p hy sicist in the early 30’s, 
hit u p on the m ost p ractical way of 
sending ou t electronic p u lsations 
and recording their echoes to giv e 
man an ex tra-sensory ability to de 
ted objects he cou ld not see. 
The electronic brain he has de 
▼elop ed is a by -p rodu ct of that re 
search, w hich led to the installa 
tion 
in

of Britain’s

cham of ra d a r warning stations. 
The stations became the key stone 
o f England’s defense that won “the 
Battle of 
B ritain’’ by sp otting 
sw’arms of H itler’s raiding aircraft 
as they ap p roached. 
W atson-W att shared the infor­ 
mation w ith U. S. scientists in the 
first large-scale collaboration be­ 
tween B ritish and American p hy si­ 
cists, and ta u g ht the Canadians 
how to bu ild and u se radar.

It costs only abou t $6 0,000 a s 
com p ared to $1,000,000 or more for 
each giant, and is being hailed as 
the dev ice which will bring elec­ 
tronic brains within financial reach 
of m any comp anies. 
Sir Robert started ou t as a 
p hy sics teacher, bu t is becoming 
an indu strialist since he formed 
his ow" comp any in England, Ada- 
lia, Inc., to do w hat he calls “op er­ 
ational research” on p roblems of 
bu siness. He also has taken p osi­ 
tions as p resident and board chair­ 
man for the California concern, 
Logistics Research, Inc., which is 
ready to p u t electronic brains on a 
m ass p rodu ction line.

He is Sir Robert W atson-W att, 
whose electronic Alwac H I has just 
been installed here at the Institute 
of Gas Technology at the Illinois 
Institute of Technology.

which form erly took the gas in­ 
dustry’s researchers more than two 
weeks of non-stop figuring.

IT W AS W atson-W att who, as a 
Scottish physicist in the early 30’s, 
hit upon the most practical way of 
Bending out electronic pulsations 
and recording their echoes to give 
man an extra-sensory ability to de­ 
tect objects he could not see. 
The electronic brain he has de­ 
veloped is a by-product of th at re­ 
search, which led to the installa­ 
tion 
in 
1935 of 
B ritain’s 
first 
chain of radar warning stations. 
The stations became the keystone 
of England’s defense th at won “the 
B attle 
of 
B ritain” 
by 
spotting 
sw arm s of H itler’s raiding aircraft 
as they approached. 
W atson-W att shared the infor­ 
m ation with U. S. scientists in the 
first large-scale collaboration be­ 
tween British and American physi­ 
cists, and taught the Canadians 
how to build and use radar.

m atics fast enough to interpret the 
data th a t radar collected. “W e’ll 
have to develop electronic brains,” 
he concluded. 
Alwac H I will be used here to 
solve problems involving the best 
composition of gas m ixtures for 
piping to furnaces and gas stoves, 
pressure drops and flows, flame 
t e m p e r a t u r e s , therm odynam ic 
properties of gases and other com­ 
plex research problems. 


This is the kind of work being 
done for industry by such giant 
"brains” as Univac, which was in­ 
troduced to the public as an elec­ 
tion forecaster in the last tw'o 
Presidential contests, but compared 
with it, Alwac HI is a “flivver.” 
It costs only about $60,000 as 
compared to $1,000,000 or more for 
each giant, and is being hailed as 
the device which will bring elec­ 
tronic brains within financial reach 
of m any companies. 
Sir Robert started out as a 
physics teacher, but is becoming 
an industrialist since he formed 
his ow" company in England, Ada­ 
tis, Inc., to do w hat he calls “oper­ 
ational research” on problems of 
business. He also has taken posi­ 
tions as president and board chair­ 
man for the California concern, 
Logistics Research, Inc., which is 
ready to put electronic brains on a 
m ass production line. 
He regards his own transform a­ 
tion as only slightly less rem ark­ 
able than the transition of radar 
from w artim e detection to peace­ 
tim e solving of m athem atical equa­ 
tions. He thought th at he a lla y s 
would be “just a teacher.”

ALWAC HI is regarded as al­ 
m ost “vest pocket” in size com­ 
pared with m ost electronic brains, 
because it is housed in only a ten- 
foot stretch of cabinets, 28 inches 
deep and 64 inches high. Its con­ 
trol panel is a box scarcely a foot 
square with three dozen buttons 
and switches and signal lights. 
It is known as the magnetic 
"m em ory” drum type of “brain,” 
and is filled w ith 280 vacuum 
tubes and 5,000 diodes, most of 
them in the “logic” section. 
Actually, W atson-W att explains 
th at the machine can do nothing 
w ithout 
its 
hum an 
technicians, 
and therefore the electronic brain 
will never do all the thinking. 
However, since m ultiplication or 
division of two 10-digit num bers 
can be accomplished by the "brain” 
at a rate of 60 operations a second, 
and simple addition or subtraction 
at IOO to 1,000 a second, the human 
element still Is the limiting factor 
and the bottleneck.

State Patrolman Gene Miller, in 
speaking before the Circleville Ro­ 
tary Club earlier t h i s week, 
brought to light a proposal which 
will eventually 
be 
carried 
out 
throughout the state. 
Patrolman Miller said that he 
thought the practice of taking of 
an examination before even 
a 
temporary driver’s permit is is­ 
sued would make better motor­ 
ists for the future. Previously, 
an 
examination 
(both written 
and actually driving) was re­ 
fluxed only when applying fo r 
the regular permit. 
Franklin County recently took 
the first step in this direction when 
it ordered all driver license ap­ 
plicants to undergo a vision check 
and written test prior to being is­ 
sued a temporary license. (A tem­ 
porary license allows the appli­ 
cant to drive only as long as there 
is a licensed driver sitting along 
side.) 
The plan was put into effect in 
that county only at first so that 
the driver licensing section of the 
State Patrol would be able to de­ 
velop a smooth working procedure. 
As of Jan. 3, nine central Ohio 
counties (including Pickaway) will 
adopt a similar system. 
* * * 
IX ADDITION to the require­ 
ment of taking a test before re­ 
ceiving a temporary permit, 
ap­ 
plicants will have to make an ap­ 
pointment in advance for the ac­ 
tual driver’s test. Applicants de­ 
siring an appointment for the driv­ 
ing examination should contact the 
State Patrol driver examiner at 
219 S. Court St. He will be avail­ 
able on Thursdays 
and Fridays 
from 9 a. rn. to 5 p. rn. 
Under the appointment system, 
every applicant for a regular driv­

Sunken Treasure, $3 Million Worth, 
Lies at Bottom of the Great Lakes

DETROIT, Mich.—While modern treasure hunters probe the depths 
of far-off waters for pirate wrecks, $3 million in sunken, unrecovered 
riches lie within the United States. 
It is greater wealth than Captain Kidd or Blackbeard ever captured 
—and all of it lies on the sandy bottoms of the Great Lakes. 
Since the first sailing vessels navigated the lakes, where a sudden 
storm can whip the waters into pounding fury, there are records of 
lost treasure. More than 2,000 ships, loaded with currency, gold, silver, 
copper and oil, have gone down since 1850. 
Not more than $250,000 of this underwater fortune has been sal­ 
vaged. Most of it is still in the 
mud, rocks and sand of the treach­ 
erous lake bottoms, waiting to be 
found and raised. 
The richest prize is in the rot­ 
ting hold of the City of Detroit, 
which foundered in Lake Erie off 
Dunkirk, N. Y., in 1863. She car­ 
ried $2 million in gold and copper 
Ingots. Somewhere nearby is the 
Dean Richmond, tucked in her 
frame $141,000 in gold and silver 
bars. Neither of the old wrecks 
has been located.

ANOTHER lost wreck is that of 
the Lexington. She went down be­ 
tween Cleveland and Port Huron 
with $300,000 in bullion aboard, in 
1846. Off Sleeping Bear Dune in 
Lake Michigan lies the Westmore­ 
land, $100,000 in gold inside her 
rusty safe. 
Some of the sunken treasure 


ships have been located, but nearly 
every salvage attempt has failed. 
The shifting lake bottoms and sud­ 
den storms have defeated modern 
nautical engineers.

SEVEN divers have been killed 
trying to raise the steamer Pewa- 
bic’s submerged wealth of $50,000 
and 300 tons of copper. She is 
covered by 180 feet of water, off 
Thunder bay in Lake Huron. 
A few ventures into the lakes' 
depths have hit the jackpot. Divers 
brought up a strong box from the 
Southwind, off Point Pelee in Lake 
Erie. Currency inside w’as too sod­ 
den to salvage, but bags of gold 
coins were cashed in for more 
than $75,000. 
The Mapledaxcn’s w’hole cargo of 
steel was recovered from Lake 
Huron. The George Af. Humphrey 


and her iron ore were hoisted from 
the Straits of Mackinac. 
Most of the riches in the lakes 
were lost during America's west­ 
ward expansion. Then, the men 
who pioneered new business and 
trade traveled by water and took 
their bankrolls with them.

THE PRODUCTS of the new 
lands went to market by water. 
Sudden storms, night collisions, 
founderings took lives, wealth and 
products. 
Finding and salvaging the vast 
treasures of the Great Lakes is a 
knotty problem even for modern 
science. The tanker Cleveco, filled 
with a million gallons of oil, lies 
in only 26 feet of water, nine miles 
off Cleveland. 
Engineers have proposed tapping 
her, pumping out the valuable 
cargo. However, one mistake in 
the operation could soak the near­ 
by coast with a highly dangerous 
fire hazard. 
Metal-sensitive detectors, towed 
by scouting ships, might locate 
the treasure-loaded wrecks. How­ 
ever, bringing their cargo to the 
surface is another problem. 
America’s “inland seas” 
hold 
their secrets as surely as the pi­ 
rate’s bold creed: “Dead men tell 
no tales.”
